^ .ning rampant. Notoricus thieve 
burglars had grown more t^

when detected. \Viltinco Committees 
bad been organi//id, ffnd city olheiuls 
. bad been th'rcutoiied wilb itie halter. 
A change of policy wa.s ia< h.-pensable 
It was thcieforo deliberately resolved 
to thr-.w without the i-alo ot the party 
the county oliidal whose alhlialiou. 
with the criminal portion of tho coin- 
munity wore tho closest. Jnsiice should 
bo allowed to liilio Its cour.o and 
•robbers and murderers should be 
.puni'sbed at all bpzArds.

Tuesday, tho llHh of February, 
came, and 'vilh it a reiiiurkablc charge 
from an inconupiible .liM-c-a cliurg« 
that recognized the feai lul ineroa^e of 
crime, and that ovincod a determina- 
tion to battle with it manfully, and to 
BtampJt out with tho strong foot ol 
law' Tho Dislnel Atiorjiey was to 
bo no longer fettered, and wiinesses 
•wore to bo no lonL-^r weaned; 
woro to bo no longer delayed until 
nublic Bontimont had been toned down 
or tho memory of tho crime, had 

I dwindled to forgotfulncss. Ketribuliori 
was to bo Bwilt and sure. An old 
'ifltandingrule of the (Jourt, which pro^ 
Vidod for tho pDSipouement ot u trial 
on the arraignment el u priuonor, was

ill tho eld (Jourt officials. ■ 

.OBIMK INCRKAKKS-TIIIEVEB 'won't BEAD.'^ 

This was the buglo blast of tho war 
ngainst tho sooaudrolH who had too 
louir robbod and murdered unolfonduig 
oitilonfl v.ith impunity, 'iho Ihiovos 
i-„„hn,l in thoir tloeveH. it was only

control the Priraarios, and they would 
liko to BOO tho man that '\rould go back 
on tbem.' Bold crimes increased in 
number. The plato glass 6f the Pari£ 
Bark was Pmashed in broad daylight ; 
a broker was choked in his own oflico, 
and his money carried ofl' before bis 
oyc.f, just befL:ro nightfall ; a wealthy 
gambler was pinioned and gagged, 
early in the evening, in his room trout 
ing Broadway, thousands of dollars 
taken from his pockets, and precious 
gems torn from his fingers and his 
frilled shirt boson); a diamond mercliiin 
WHS waylaid in Kuarth street ; and a 
hundred daring petty crinius cropped 
out in various parts oi tbo city, while 
above them all tho specter of the 
licigors murder towered, and haunted 
tbo |)ublic mind liko a hideous night-« 
maro. Tho thieves wo Id not read the 
signs of the coming stonn. 

TE.\ .minutes' work. 

At length Mr. S'ophon Boyle, with a 
dozen aliases, was soon lurking around 
Squires' jo wolry store in|tho Biwery. 
Tho police succossfully intercej) od 
him. Ilo jumped in '.o a butcher wag« 
on and drove for clear lile. Ti.e polico 
pursued. A running fire of pi.stol blmts 
wiiH scattered al'Hig the Hjwery, but 
the officer caught bis prey uninjured. 
Boyie belonged to a gang who boasted 
of thoir pc'Iitical Influence. Ho was 
caught on a Monday— he was tried 
and conviotod ou 'itmrsduy. Tbo un- 
flinching Judge unbositatingly sen- 
tenccd him to tho Sia.d Prison for 40 
3'erra. On tbo samo day throe thieves 
of political ipfluence pleaded ^ai I ty ol 
burglary in' tho third degree. The 
bait did not take — sontenco was not 
^u.■^pl;nded. TliOy wore giveu Iho lull 
term — live yeiirs in S'ni.' tilng. In tlio 
Court of Oyer and Torminor, at the 
same hour, Goorge Jonos, u thief, was 
tried, oouviobjd of burglary in the first 
degree and sentetioi'tl to the State 
Prison for 20year.s, the whttle proceeds 
ing occupying only tlio short sj)ace of 
five ininuies. (^uick work was this by 
an earnest Judge, rcelooiod last Fal;. 
And this isaJudgo for whoso im- 
peaohmeot tbo Tribune has clamored 
during the' past .year! Nor was this 
ail ; on tlio a&mo tho 8aine;Judge son- 
teiiced one McNameo, a WighwaymatT, 
to prison lor ten years. 

TIIU.NDKItUOLTS Dtl' I'lMNn. 

So much for ono day's woik. .. The 
thieves woro alarmed. ThiindbrholtH 
wore dropping from an apparently 
oloadlosB sky. They werq caught in a 
storm of rot hot coala without their 
sheet iron umbrellas. The public for- 
got the Rjgois mystery and showered 
enconiums upon tlie two Judges. But 
a jargon of curscis arose from tho 
slums of the ijixth Ward, the "feuoos" 
ot PrinooB'reot aotl the liqoor shops 
of the Sixteenth' and Twenty-first 
Wards. ^ Threats of assasdnatiou wore 
loud an J deep. Politicians were 'seen,' 
but in va'n. Tho magic word 'i'ri- 
maries ' bad lost its obarm. 

i'^ailing in their schim ij, the thieves 
attempted by opon force what they 
oould not acooinplish by strategy. 
Tho corners of Centre street wore 
packed and prisoners woro taken from 
ibo custody of deputies. Tlio entries 
and stairways ot the Court Ilooin wore 
iillod vf ilk professionals, and tho room 
itself was crowded, with the intention^ 
of overawing the Judges. Bat all was 
of no avail— justice, 'was dealt out with 
inexorable rigor. 

BARNARD "IN JUE MlDNIQlfT OASLIOUT.". 

Then a pot of the tl.fevop. hibaself a 

deputy hber,ll', was brought to tho 
dock, lie was a man who had pro- 
meditatod and carried out in cold blood 
ibo murder of a pobccuian. So confi- 
doiit was ho that hU political strength 
would Bocare him from the consoquen- 
008 of his crlmo that ha had proolaiined 
his intontinoof murder in an opon court 
room. I'ho readers of the *S'i(/t navo 
perused tho history of his triiil. Tnu 
chaiubor of the Court was thronged 
with worst detporadoes. \Y'itnossos 
were threatened with death ; the jury 
was dared to bring in a verdict ot 
guilty; botsofSSO to $10. were mado 
in the presence of tho jurors that iho 
murderer would escapo. The Judgo 
on the bench was cursed for his \)ns- 



prisonor sent to Iho Tombs. Then tho 
thieving mob weiit to thoir homes' 

TIIIEVKS TlIIIlSTINii KORTIIE BLOOD OF THE 

"lion iievrted'' BAU.NAUD. 
This Judge wts the only one who had 
tl\o courage to wogo an opon warfare 
with the robberi and murderers. Ho 
was taken from tho regular term of tho 
Supremo Court md placed over the Oyer 
and Terminer solely on account of his in- 
domitable pluck. The thieves know and 
fear him. All their eflforts' to proeoro 
tho usual writ of srror have failed. Even 
if a writ of error should be granted, tho 
tho lion-hearted Judge has annooneed 
his deteriniLation to quash tho proceed" 
ings. 

John Ileal was sentenced to death, 
From that moment his r;ang of cat<» 
throats dogged tho footsteps of the 
Judge. The witnesses are hourly threat- 
onod with murder. Tho life of ono of 
them was saved only by the timely pres. 
enee of a police officer. The hatred of 
tho gang, liowBver, seems to have been 
concentrated upon tho Judges. 

THE TIIIEVUS AT BAY — BARNARD JiSCORTEl) 
UOME BT FROUIKENT ' BBPDBLIOAN 
OFFrOE'HOLDKB. 

On the evening succeeding the sentence 
of death the Judge visited a friond in the 

Fiflh-avo. Hotel. In ton minutes the 
main hall was filled with a crowd of 
beetle-browed rulTians, all eagerlly Bcontx 
in'.^ his tracks. Respectable citizens 
trazod at tho unusual irruption in wonder. 
The Jo^go, though unarmed, remained 
cool and impassive, not seoming to notice 
tho scowls of the gang or the curses hiss- 
ed in his ear. Once he asked a number 
of Well known citizens whether they bad 
any special oljcction to accompany hirn 
homo. All refnaed. One maa — a prom- 
inent Repablican oSice>'holder — took, the 
Judge by the band. 

" Yo\i are doing a noble work. Judge, 
but you are in gr<3at danger. Why do 
yon c;o unarmed ?'' 

"The law forbids the carrying of con- 
cealed weapons. I cannot break the law 
oven If my life should pay the forfeit. I 
shall do my duty regardless of 'conse- 
quences." 

'•I am armed, and will go home with 
you," replied tho Republican. 

' TJIE BAND OF ASSASSINS AT' UlS HEELS. 

" The circle of rulTiana was broken and 
the two passed without tho door of the 
hotel. Stcalihy footsteps followed them 
and beneath the gas'Iitmp at the iuterseo- 
tion of Broadway and Twenty-6rst street 
another murderous-eyed gang was 
encountered. ;The Judgo and his com- 
panion wore saluted with profanity, but 
no violence was offered. 'J' hey reached 
the Judge's homo iu safety. But the 
bind of assassins are BtUl at .his heels. 

DARNARD IS ."BITTERLY UPDBAIDED"'BY 
■ 0';SUIBN', WHO don't WANT TO fiE 

"Oast otrr. 
Will John Real be executed;? His 
comrades aro fearfully excited. They 
havo no hopes of Governor UoUman's 
interference, and, as a lust resort, tliey 
Imvo rested their expectations upon 
Sheriff O'Brien.- They openly assert 
that that official will not obey the man- 
date of tho Corirt. They si / that the 
Sheriff will take the risk of ' impeac'iraeut 
for a dereliction of duty, and afterward 
throw himself into the arms of his consti- 
tuents for a re-election. His fight with 
't1|0 leaders of his party has already began. 
It is said that this Ji)dge has been bitterly 
upbraided by the Sherjffrfor his exposure 
and defeat of theplan for ' the rescue of 
Ileal. 

But the death sentence has been pro- 
nounced, aud tho assassin must die. II 
tho Sheriff refuses to do bis duty another 
officer wUJ be'foond who will execute the 
sunteneo of the lixw-. 

In the mean time the half-formed Vig- 
ihuico Committees are becoming irtrouger, 
Their members will sustain ilie Judges in 
thoir detorininatiou to swoep tho criminals 
from Iho city. The cldqds are- breaking, 
and a long night of violence and crioie ia 
liassiug away. The end is at band.

The state of the Colony induced oven 
the followers of Govornnient to join the 
iutelligont members of the Conncil in 
passing the Drawbacks Bill and the 
Mineral Lands Bill ; the former to re- 
move the most venations of the obstruc- 
tions to trade, the latter, by cflcring 
libeml inducomcuts, to attract capital to 
the Colony. The result is well known 
The first having boon passed by a large 
majority in the Legislative Council, under 
the impression that being only a modorato 
step in the ri^ht dirocliou it would bo at 
once assented to by the Governor, wns 
shelved by seDding it to the -Homo Gov- 
ernment for opproval, whence, if ever re- 
turned it will be with a negative; or oven 
were it otherwise, the lapse of time will 
render it useless, or at any rate aCford 
the opportunity for neutralising its eifects 
when it does arrive. The last measure, 
after it had been passed through Com*- 
mittce, was abiolutely brought back and 
altered through the votes ot timeserving 
men who obtained their aoals in the 
Council on the strength of local prejudices 
or in consequence of local apathy. Tha 
any people would tolerate without re 
monstrance a government that paid itself 
enormous omoluments for pretended 
services rendered to the public, when 
to quietly permit its retention ol 
power .is simply committing slow 
Suicide, is almost incredible in this 
enlightened age; and what we particu 
larly desire to impress upon our citizcna i 
the necessity for unity of action to free 
themselves from the incubus and to secure 
a cheap and popular form of Qoverument. 
Spasmodic and individual effort is worse 
than nseless, not only in its folility, but in 
its influence upon the general public- 
creating^" the impression that all such 
action is vain, and discouraging men who 
would other wise aid in the cause, from 
putting forth a helping hand. It also 
flatters the vanity of those who we seek 
to influence by its impotenoy, and leads 
to the belief that any movement with the 
the object of changing the present 
system, must necessarily end in failure. 
Let every step bo known, that alllmay 
advance together. This willgivBCODfidentc 
to the timid and strengthen the strong. 
Moreover, tho elTeots of united action 
will be to sweep all obstructions before 
it, and the people will stand iorth in 
all their mojosty and power. A long 
period of years spent in tho indolent 
enjoyment of public emolument renders 
tho heart calloUB, by a strange contra- 
diction in nature, to tho very require- 
monts for which the position was made. 
Under a popular form of Govornmont 
the first years revenue would bo found 
sufiBcient lo defray the exponsos of gov. 
erning the Colony, repair all tho rouda 
and bridges, fit oat nn exploration 
party for the Island, and perform 
many othpr necessary objects, bosidoj 
admitting ol a considorablo relaxation 
of the CoBtoaiB' dues, and, perhaps, a 
drawback upon certain articles pro- 
duoed in the Colony and shipped to 
foreign ports. The diflBonltioB of this 
Colony lie in a nutshell. It is governed 
too much and too expensively. The 
money that should go towards ad- 
vancing tho material interests of the 
Colony, in procuring' onciployment for 
hnndrods, in ])urlociing improyements, 
In fostering interests now literally 
"going to tho dcgs," is nearly all ro« 
quired to meet tho legitiraafe and illo- 
gilmato exponHcfl of Govornmont under 
tho present oumbersomo systom. it in 
against a continuance of the iniquity 
that wo propose to protost in o.n om- 
phatio and unmislakoabic niunner. 
Let us make a united and flnal ulTurt 
for redress. Lot there bo no blinking 
of facts— no shielding of this or tlmt 
ofTicor from censure. Lot our caso bo 
Slated calmly, manfully, fearlessly, and 
let U8 patiently abide the result,
